SUMMARY OF BILL:   Lowers the threshold for the competition exemption
from the current standard of 100,000 to 50,000 lines for local telephone
companies.  Specifies that this protection is only applicable to a rural
incumbent local exchange company that is outside the boundaries of a
Metropolitan Statistical Area, unless such company applies for a certificate to
provide telecommunications services in an area outside its service area or
enters into an interconnection agreement with a competing service provider.
